Elizabeth  Battery,  eubjeat  of  thio  memoir,  was  reared  an  a  form,  and 
received  a  limited  education  in  the  common  school*  of  her  early  days,  and  in 
lQto  was  united  in  carriage  to  Jociah  Battery;  to  them  ware  bom  the  following 
children;  Itartha,  wife  of  Jacob  Mohr  of  Hooglin  Township;  Joseph  S«,  of  Waterloo, 

I  ova;  Mary,  now  at  heme  with  her  mother;  Br*  John  E«,  of  Calina;  Ester  E*, 
widow  of  John  ifontgoraary;  Thome  of  Bdbuque,  Iowa. 

Joalah  Battery,  the  husband  and  father,  wtia  bom  in  Virginia,  in  1821, 
the  a  one  of  Andoew  and  Rachael  (Smith)  Battery,  of  old  Virginia  stock.  When 
a  boy,  Mr.  Hattory  come  with  hie  parents.*  to  Carroll  County,  Ohio,  in  vagcnc, 
by  an  overland  route,  and  here  was  educated  in  the  coraacn  school,  and  in  early 
Krinood  learned  the  trade  of  cabinet-making.  For  three  years  following  hi® 
mrrlage  he  lived  in  Carroll  County,  whsrc  he  followed  his  trade.  In  1044,  he 
moved  to  Van  Wert,  then  a  small  village,  and  socm  established  himself  as  • 
first  cabinet-maker  of  the  town,  and  there  carried  on  the  business  for  a  number 
of  years,  until  failing  health  compelled  him  to  abandon  hio  trande  and  adopt 
farming  as  the  means  of  a  livelihood.  About  185&,  k®  purchased  the  t&rmca 
which  his  family  now  resides,  then  a  strip  of  wild  woodland.  This  he  proceeded 
to  clear  and  Improve,  from  that  time  until  his  death  he  was  associated  vi 
the  agricultural  interests  of  the  county,  in  addition  to  which  he  was  a  contractor  ^ 
and  builder,  and  many  of  the  better  buildings  of  his  home  community  are  monuments  or 
his  handwork.  Mr.  Battery  was  one  of  the  progessivo  and  enterprising  men  of 
his  day,  a  thorough  agriculturist,  and  one  in  whom  the  confidence  of  the  people 
was  never  betrayed.  Politically  he  espoused  the  cause  of  the  Republican  P&yty 
and  was  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  principles  he  advocated.  Be  took  an  active 
interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  community  in  which  he  lived,  and  no 
that  was  for  the  good  of  the  community  or  county  at  large  passed  by  him  without 
his  endorsement  and  support.  He  woe  a  skilled  workman  and  was  quite  wccomM 
In  nil  his  pursuit*  In  lifo#  upright  end  honorable  in  *11  his  dealings  with  ««# 
end  tbs  respeot  and  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.  HI*  daath  occurred  January  27#  l000# 
and  in  his  death,  a  kind  and  indulgent  father  and  husband  was  taken 
well  as  a  good  citisen.  He  and  his  wife  were  worthy  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
church.  Mrs.  Battery  tfcill  resides  upon  the  old  horns  farm  with  bar  daughters, 
having  passed  the  alio  ted  period  of  throe  score  and  ten,  and  with  complacency 
looks  back  upon  a  long  and  useful  life. 
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Our  earliest  contact  with  the  Kattery  family  Is  found  In  Cecil  County,  Ksuyland 
•  a  place  called  Earlvilla.  X»  the  records  of  St.  Btcrph^a®  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  Earlrillo  are  th®  foil  wing  birth  record*.

Ha  Pennsylvania  Archives  3rd  Series,  volume  2b,  page  b35  under  Warrantees 
of  Land,  Lancaster  County  1733-1896  we  find:

This  Hoary  Hatry  could  bo  Henry  (4-1)  mentioned  In  St.  Stephens  records  and 
William  Katry  could  bo  another  brother  or  their  could  be  no  connection.  Neither 
would  be  young,  i^ad  records  In  Maryland  were  searched  but  no  further  mention 
of  either  Henry  (4-1)  or  Thomas  (4-2/  was  found.  Jamas  (5-1)  the  sons  of  Easily  (4-1) 
Is  recorded  as  still  in  Cedi  county  when  his  will  was  filed.  It  can  be  found 
la  Liber  30,  Folio  336  in  Annapolis  Hall  of  Records  and  reads  as  follows:

Susanna  (6-3)  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  current  raooey  and  no  more  -  I  likewise 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  daughter  Mary  (6-4),  the  sura®  of  twenty  shillings 
currant  money  and  no  more.  I  likewise  give  end  hequosth  to  my  daughter,  Rebecca 
(6-5)  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  current  money  and  no  more.  I  likowioe  give 
and  bequeath  to  ray  daughter,  Elisabeth  (6-6),  when  she  comes  of  age,  the  sum® 
of  twenty  shillings  currant  money  and  no  more.  I  likewise  give  and  bequeath  to 
my  daughter,  Atm  (6-7)  when  sho  ccsnea  to  age  the  sum  of  twenty  shillings  current 
money  and  no  more  -  Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  to  ny  beloved  wife,  her  riding  more 
called  Fany  with  her  saddle  and  bridle  and  also  my  boat  feather  bed  and  furniture 
as  a  Legacy.  As  to  the  remainder  of  my  Estate,  my  just  debts  being  paid,  I 
give  bequeath  one-third  part  thereof  to  my  beloved  wife  and  case  third  part 
to  ray  son  Joseph  (6-1)  and  one  third  part  to  my  son  Thcaaa  (6-2).  I  likewise 
leave  ©aid  Scan  to  th®  care  and  management  of  my  wife,  Anna.  Laetly  I  appoint 
coca  situ  to  and  ordain  ny  wife,  Anna,  Ejcecutxix  of  thio  my  lost  will  and  Testament 
hereby  revoking  A  1  other  will®  by  oa  mado.  Ratifying  and  confirming  this  in 
Testimony  vboreof  I  have  hereunto  eet  ray  hand  the  day  of  year  aforesaid.

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How  many  of  the  family,  after  the  death  of  James  Hattry,  moved  across 
the  water  into  the  state  of  Delaware  is  not  known.  Records  of  Joseph,  Thom 
as  and  Susannah  were  found  in  Now  Castle  County,  Delaware  and  it  seems 
reasonable  to  think  that  they  probably  moved  as  a  family. 

The  Delaware  Archives  page  313  lists  Thomas  Hatroy  as  discharged 
from  Capt.  Enoch  Anderson’s  Company  in  the  Delaware  Regiment  on  10  Fob. 
1777*  On  page  553  Thomas  Hatrey  is  in  a  list  of  soldiers  recruited  by 
Enoch  Anderson,  Captn.  On  pago  998  we  learn  that  Thomas  Hattrey  signed 
the  Oath  of  Allegiance  on  17  August  1778. 

The  New  Castle  County,  Delaware  Probato  records  show  that  Letters  of 
Administration  on  the  estate  of  Susannah  Mattery  (6-3)  were  granted  to 
Enos  Howell  on  25  January  1815.  The  estate  was  settled  7  March  1816. 

In  the  records  of  Inmanuel  Episcopal  Church  in  New  Castle,  Delaware, 
is  recorded  the  marriage  of  Joseph  Hattery  (6-1)  and  Hester  Dushane  on 
10  January  1764. 

In  the  same  reoords  is  recorded  the  birth  of  a  son,  James  (7-1)®  to 
Joseph  and  Hester  (Dushane)  Hattery  on  14  November  1765* 

In  the  will  of  Rachel  ( — -)  (Dushane)  Cazier  in  New  Castlo  County, 
Will  book  L  -  1  -  146  Probated  23  March  1779  we  read:  (The  will  undated) 
Being  sick  and  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  and  perfect  mind  and  memory  she 
disposes  of  her  worldly  estate  as  follows:

To  daughter  Hester  Hattry  -  L  100. 

To  daughter  Rachel  McCantire  L  150. 

To  daughter  Lydia  Eliason  -  L  50,  and  L  150  to  be 
paid  to  her  children  when  they  arrive  of  age  to 
receive  it  and  meanwhile  the  interest  to  go  to 
their  support.

I  give  and  bequeath  the  residue  and  remainder  of  my 
estate  to  Joseph  Hattery* s  (6-1)  children  nani&ly 
James  (7-1).  Andrew  (7-2),‘  Thomas  (7-3)#  Lydia  (7-4)# 
and  Raohel  (7-5)  to  be  equally  divided  among  them 
and  to  be  paid  as  they  arrive  of  age  to  receive  it 
and  the  interest  to  go  yearly  to  their  support.

The  1790  census  of  Bedford  County.  Pennsylvania  shows  Joseph  Hatrey  : 
(6-1)  with  three  males  over  sixteen  -  three  males  under  sixteen  and  two 
females.  It  appears  that  either  Hester  has  died  or  perhaps  one  daughter  • 
has  married  but  we  have  little  chance  of  learning  her  name. 

The  1800  oensus  of  Somerset  County,  Penn,  shows  Joseph  Hattery  (6-1) 
with  one  male  sixteen  to  twenty-six  and  one  male  forty-five  and  up, 
probably  himself  and  son  Thomas  (7-3) •  Hester  must  be  dead.  Somerset  was  . 
made  from  part  of  Bedford  County  in  1795  end  it  is  quite  likely  that 
Joseph  (6-1)  was  in  the  Somerset  section  In  1790. 

The  1800  census  of  Somerset  County  also  lists  James  Hattery  (7-1) 
with  three  males  to  ten  years  -  one  male  twenty-six  to  forty-five  (we 
know  James  was  born  1765  so  he  would  be  thirty-five  years)  -  one  female 
twenty-six  to  forty-five  (his  wife  Margaret).

The  1810  census  lists  Thomas  Battery  (7-3)  with  one  rale  twenty-six  to  forty-five 
and  one  female  twenty-six  to  forty-five  -  It  appears  that  Thomas  got  married  and 
Joaeph  probably  died  as  ho  is  not  listed. 

In  1016  Andrew  Hattory  and  hi©  wife  Rachel( Smith)  Hattory  ©old  a  farm  and 
probably  moved  to  Brooke  County*  Virginia  as  our  next  record  of  them  is  there. 

Ga  11  May  1818  jam© a  Battery  (7-1)  and  Margaret  Hattery  hio  wife  then  living 
In  Tuscarawas  County*  Ohio*  sold  a  farm  in  Somerset  County  to  Jeeeph  Hancock  of  the 
said  Somerset  County. 

No  Hatterys  were  found  in  the  1820  census  of  Somerset  County*  renna. 

James  Hattery  (7-1)  married  Margatet  Hunter  in  1793  -  They  migrated  to 
Tuscarawas  County*  Ohio*  in  1814.  They  came  In  a  oovered  wagon  and  settled  on  a 
farm  near  Sugar  Creek*  Ohio.  They  lived  there  until  they  died  and  were  buried  In 
a  family  plot  on  the  farm.
